Family of Nuwab Moheeooddeen Khan, 
aliait Bumboo Khan. 


Nuwab Moheeooddwen Khan, alias Bum- 
boo Khan, of Nujeebabad, son of Znbita 
Khan, a Hob ilia Chief, had h life pension 
of 5,000 rupees per rneusem granted to 
him, for his services during the early Mali- 
ratta campaigns, when 1m came over to us 
from the Punjab with a body of Irregular 
horse and infantry. This pension xvtos in 
lieu of the jaghecr of Ilurreeanah, which 
had been assigned to him in 1805 > but 
which lie voluntarily relinquished, owing to 
his inability to return it on account of the 
turbulcncy of the ryots. 

Bumboo Khan died on the 3d of Octo¬ 
ber, 1834, when his pension lapsed ; but Ill 
consideration of the rank of the family, the 
liberal provision made for Burnboo Khan, 
and the hardship of a sudden change from 
affluence to abject poverty, an allowance of

These stipend*} are to lapse on the death 
of the incumbents, and a small sum out, of 
the last mentioned item has .already revert¬ 
ed to us. 

The grant is purely charitable ; and the 
two sons of Bumboo Khan have been 
warned to economise with a view to pro¬ 
vide for their own children. 

.Descendants of IIaft z Ruhmut Khan . 

Hafiz Iluhmut Khan is stated, in a bio- 
graph} written by a member of his family, 
to have been selected by Ally Mohummud 
Khan, the Chief-of UohilUhund, as his suc¬ 
cessor ; but that Ruhmut Khan was con¬ 
tent to be Regent, and to manage the ter¬ 
ritory for a minor son of his benefactor. 
He was of the Bhuraitch tribe, and owed 
his rise to the sword. 

This noted Hohilla Chief fell in the first 
Kohilla war, in a battle near the Rubul Nul¬ 
lah, on April 3d, 1/74, in vvlii-b Colonel 
Champion commanded the English. His fa¬ 
mily were carried into captivity, but sub¬ 
sequently released and provided for by the 
Court of Lucknow, with an annual stipend, 
according to the biography above alluded 
to, of 65,0b0 Rupees, but according to a 
distribution statement recorded on the pro¬ 
ceedings of the nth July, IBM, of Rupees 
43,424. 

There is nothing on record to shew the 
connexion of this family with the British 
Government ; but I suppose*their stipend 
fell under the 6fh article of the Lucknow 
Treaty of 1798.

The present Raja is nephew’ to the Jate 
Raja Oodjtnarain Singh,- who having: mo is¬ 
sue adopted him as his heir ; and on his 
death in 18&\, Isrcepershad Narain Singli 
succeeded to the raj, 

Tlie only political relation in -which this 
Chief stands to the British Gove mm cut, is 
“ recognition 5 ' by thfj paramount power. 
His engagements to us belong to the Reve¬ 
nue Department. 


Ew-Raja of Coorg . 


Tiiis deposed Chief is under the surveil¬ 
lance of Captain Carpenter. He was sent 
to Benares from Madras in 1835. 

The bona-fide expenses of himself and 
followers, and the charge for keeping him

« they have relinquished. political^ relations 
with one another, and with all other 
states some of them are tributary, but ail 
acknowledge the supremacy of the British 
Uoverument. though independent rulers in 
their respective territory; they are bound 
to us by treaty 1 o' : perform military service 
whemner called upon £ hut these obligations 
of military service have been virtually mi- 
gataryffrpro the utter unfttness of their 
troops to act uicli our disciplined armies « 
and now *that a foundation has been laid, 
by raising the Bundfclklvuud Legion, it is 
intended to release the states oi then obli¬ 
gation for military ser icey provided they

It is remark a' le that oincie the Brit ish 
accession, most of the Bundjftlkhund chiefs 
that have died left no Ifeue, and their states 
have descended to either adopted children 
or collateral heirs. 

Female succession would appear to be 
barred by the usages of the Country ; and on 
the question of right of adoption bring moot¬ 
edIn 1837, it was ruled 
IWeding, 28 th Octo- . Sir Charles Metcalfe, 

ber ’ m1, that, on failure of heirs 

male of the body, vi : those who are $ove r 
reign pri nces in their own right .’and of the 
Hindoo religion, have, by Hindoo law, a 
right to adopt to the exclusion of collateral 
heirs, or of the supposed reversionary right 
of the paramount power.” But though ad¬ 
mitting this right, such is the supremacy 
we have attained over these states, that our 
recognition 1 is necessary to render valid 
every adoption, and to secure the adopted 
chieftain the respect and obedience, of the 
people. 

Alt hough the question may be considered 
to have been disposed of on general princi¬ 
ple, still ns the right of adoption or succes¬ 
sion must be expected to vary in individual 
cases, our Government will have shortly to 
pronounce a decision on the receipt of a 
detailed report on the subject, called for 
from the Agent in Bundolkhund, embracing 
theseveralprinces and chiefs within the 
range of his superin ten dettCe. 

With these prefatory remarks, I will pro¬ 
ceed to note each state .separately in alpha¬ 
betical order, shewing our relations vifch, 
aiul its obligations to us, as well as its re¬ 
sources, military strength, &t\

On our acqtiiringf Bnndolklmn^ we found 
Sdoncc; Sah in possession of this’ states he 
reside ed itp mvV became our feudatory, 
in \ 808, we granted the piate ; n ' heredi¬ 
tary tenure to K'oour Purfcap Singh, sou of 
Sooiiee Sgrf^abie -to’the wish of the 
latter. 

8oonee Sah died on the 4th May, 1810, 
leaving five children. Raja Pur tap S ifig 
provided for his four younger brothers by 
the grant of jagheers for life, and we re¬ 
newed our grant to him in January, 3817* 
The names of the brothers were Hinnnut 
Singh, Pirtbee Singh, liindooput and Bukht 
Singh. The first three have already died, 
and their jagheei4‘ have reverted to the 
state. The jagtreer of Bukht Singh lias 
been commuted for a money allowance, in 
consequence of his inability to manage it. 

Raja Port up Singh is now about ;8 years 
of age, ami has no issue. 

Chuiturpoov is said to contain 1240 
square miles, and dad villages, with a po¬ 
pulation of 1,20.000 fcotihu The revenue 
was stated in l832 to amount to four lacs, 
in 1837 however it was estimated at 2,50,000.. 
The state maintains 200 hor w and 1,000 
foot. It pays no tribute,

lations with this principality in the words 
of Colonel SutherlaTxi, 

'The chief of this principality came un¬ 
der the authority of the British Govern¬ 
ment through the cessions in Bundelkhund, 
tr ., 4 , negotiated with the Peish- 

of $;uthiTUn^ 8 ,ri thc treaty of Bos- 
sutohes sien. A treaty was sub¬ 

sequently negotiated with 
Dnt.feeah, and is dated the. 15th March, 
1804. The Rad Raja submits to the arbi¬ 
tration of 'the British Government in mat¬ 
ters of dispute vdih his neighbours, pro- 
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s to join the British forces with his 
ops, -nti to &cx in subordinate co-opera- 
on. The ancient territories of his house 
arc guaranteed, also protection against fo- 
reign aggression. By the treaty of Poona 
of iyth June, i8l7> the Peishwa ceded to 
the British Government certain lands be¬ 
longing to his Viuchorekur jaghcerdar. 
These wer* th rough a treaty dated the 3 1st 
July, »8i8, tninsferTOd lo the .Putteeah ra¬ 
ja, in reward for the zeal, fidelity and at¬ 
tachment which he had uniformly Mani¬ 
fested to the British Government since the 
da e of his former treaty. The vakeel of 
the former j. gheerdar received an assign¬ 
ment of ten thousand rupees per annum on 
those lands.” 

Our treaty was concluded with Rao 
Raja Pareechut, who died on the 13th of 
August, 1839 without issue. He adopted 
in ' 1832 a foundling fer his successor, which 
adoption was recognised by ns. The hoy 
was once supposed to he an illegitimate 
son of the raja; but the late raja’s state¬ 
ment of his being $ foundling, picked up by 
a British Officer while passing through the 
territory, and made over to the command¬ 
ant of the fortress of NuJeegaon, is gene¬ 
rally believed. 

This boy, with the title arid name of Ma¬ 
haraja Bcejye Bahadoor, has succeeded to 
the principality. He is about 14 j eai ;'oTd, 
and rather mm for his age ; but the country 
is ably administered by an Intelligent mi¬ 
nister. 

On the occasion of his obtaining a kid- 
laat of investiture from the Govern or Ge¬ 
neral in January, 1840, it was proposed to 
this minor raja, “ that he should be re¬ 
leased from the condition 
«nhetmuy, by which I* is 
bound to hold his forces dis¬ 
posable at the requisition of the British 
Government, upon a contribution being 
made by him to the support of smith in¬ 
crease to the Bundcikhund Legion.”, 

A junior member of tin DuUeeali family 
holds the jagheer of Bcronec. Devvan 
Muddun Singh first claimed that independ¬ 
ent jagheer; but bn - my d linmg to in¬ 
terfere, and on;the demise. almost imme¬ 
diately after, of Rao .Raj*' Pareechut, he 


Sdvanced his claim to the raj a h next it 
liin, and remoastraied agaiVisi the success 
siou of the!late rajaV. adopted son. Mud< 
dun Singh subsequently advocated the ad 
jniss/oji of the rights of Runjeet Singh to 
succeed to the mb as superior to Iris own. 
But the suce&siorf of the adopted sori* hav¬ 
ing been recognised by us as apparently 
agreeable to the people, we have, on the 
principle oi‘ Ci non-mlerference/* not en¬ 
tertained the above-mentioned pretensions.

Jiao Gobind Rao. 

This principality belongs to a Mahratta 
family that emigrated from the Dukhin. 
The original ruler was Gobind Pundit, he 
was succeeded by Gungadlmr Pundit, and 
he again by Naim. Gobind Rao, whom wd 
found in possession. By Cur treaty of 1817 
we guaranteed to this chief, his heirs and 
successors, the territory of Jaloun as here¬ 
ditary property* 

Nana Gobind Rao died on the 28tli Oc¬ 
tober, 1822, and was succeeded by his son 
Baba Bala Rao Gobind, tnen a minor, the 
country being administered to by Naroo 
Bhuskur, the lute chiefs minister. 

Baba Bala Rao Gobind died on the 13th 
of January, leSSi, without issue; his widow, 
then about 13 or >4 years of age ? adopted 
as successor to he raj her brother, aged 
six years, and who is now the niinor raja 
of Jaioun, and named Rao Gobi’/d Rao. 
We recognised this adoption, because it 
was agreeable to the people. The widow 
of the late chief undertook, in capacity of 
regent* to manage the country during the 
minority of her brovber; but by theoppasi- 
rioii of the former minister, who had put 
forward a relative of his own as having 
been adopted by the late chief, added to 
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smanagement of the baee’s officers, 
>untry had been almost mined;* 

1832, the territory of Jaloun, which 
comprises 1480 square miles, was said to 
contain 518 villages, with a population of 
1,80,000 souls, and to yield a revenue of 
15,00,000. The state then maintained 
2,000 infantry and 1,500 cavalry. 

1 subjoin an extract from the Governor

N !: u ' Hilary ' 840, con- 

tain ing a concise, but 
graphic account of Jaloun before we as¬ 
sumed charge. 

“ Its raja, at eleven years of age, was 
under the tutelage of his sister and her mi¬ 
nister, In the course of nine or ten years, 
the lands had been most profusely alienated, 
debts to the amount of more than thirty 
lacs had been contracted, extensive districts 
had been mortgaged as security for them ,* 
there was neither order nor security in the 
territory, every village was exposed to the 
attacks of plunderers ; cultivation was de¬ 
serted, arid a country which had been fruit¬ 
ful and prosperous was day to day becom¬ 
ing desolate.” 



To rescue this principality from utter 
ruin, we assumed the management of it in 
1838, Lieutenant Doolan, with the designa¬ 
tion of Superintendent, is in charge of it, 
subject to the control of the Agent in Bun- 
delhhund. Che territory has been divided 
into four divisions, the police and revenue 
duties of each are intrusted to a subordi¬ 
nate uncovenanted Assistant Superintend¬ 
ent ; and this new system first introduced 
in Jaloun has worked well. The revenue 
amounted last year to 7h lacs, there is a 
progressive improvement, and we hope, to 
restore this principality to its chief on his 
attaining majority, free from debt, and im¬ 
proved under a system of efficient manage¬ 
ment. 


The Bundelkhund ’ Legion, consisting of 
1,000 infantry . (500 cavalry avid two guns, 
has been raised at the joint expense of this

This state was formed by the MShrat.tas 
in 1745, by partitioning the Go/eha princi¬ 
pality, and is still held by the same Mah- 
ratta family that originally became its 
ruler, 

“ Jlhansi wavs under the Peisliwa, a noohah 
daree, the last adult tenant of which was 
Sl.eo Rao Bhao ; whose, grandson, Ram- 
cblind Rao, a boy of 8 years old,, succeed¬ 
ed to the territory on the Bhao*s death ia 
18 lb j but was unacknowledged by the Bri¬ 
tish Government, pending his confirmation 
in it by the Peishwi In IS]/, however, 
when the Pci id i wit's lands m fiundelkhund 
were transferred to the Government, a 
treaty was made with Rao Rauudiund Rao 
hi favor of himself, his Inurr/iuva successors 
in perpetuity. By this act Jhansi became, 
instead of a f*bobahdaree, an independent 
state, "* 

Our first, treaty with Jhanui in dated 6th 
of February, 1804. It wa:s a treaty of de¬ 
fensive alliance concluded with Sheo Rao 
Bhao, as a tributarj of the Peishwa. Sheo 
Bhno by his first wife, had an only son 
named Krishna Ran ; v. lie having died 
during bis life lime, he nominated by tes- 
.tumvuvt his grandson R:\tnehuruV Rao as his 
sued ^oi\; who accordingly, on the death of 
Sun) ii 10 Bhao in ) 815, was declared by 
the people chief of the territory.’- 

Sheo Rao Brno left two sons by a second 
'inarm ge, named Rughoormlh Rao hud 
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Putteb, dated, 21 at 
January, 1825. 
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gad bur Rao. Our second treaty with 
state is dated the 17th of November, 
it-was concluded with Rao Ramclmnd 
Rao; and by it we guaranteed the territory 
to him in perpetuity, and protec tion from 
foreign aggression, subject to the payment 
of a tribute of rupees 74,000 
per annum, Jhami cur¬ 
rency. 

Rao Ramehund Rao obtained the title of 
raja from our Government ii 1832. He 
died without issue on the 20 th of August, 
1835, when no less than four different 
parties claimed to succeed to tins princi¬ 
pality. 

1st. Krishna Rao, a nephew of the late 
raja, on the ground of alleged adoption. 

2d, Nc.ruin BUao, a descendant of a dif¬ 
ferent branch of the family, on the ground 
of adoption by the late raja’s widow. 

3d. Gungadhur Rao, as uncle to the 
late raja. 

1th. Rugboonavh Rao, as uncle and 
next of kin to the late chief. 

We recognised the title of Rao Rughoo- 
nath Rao to succeed, under the presumption 
that be was able to establish his authority, 
and that his right would be acknowledged 
by disinterested parties at Jhansi. He 
died on the 27th of April, 1838. without 
legitimate issue ; unci during his short-lived 
reign, had to contend with much opoosi- 
lion, which he was ill-fitted to meet, and 
repel. This opposition was principally 
owing to his being a leper, and therefore 
considered by the other claimants disquali¬ 
fied to rule. 

On his death we had again to decide on 
the pretensions of four claimants. 

1st. Krishna Rao, whose clmm was sup¬ 
ported. by Sookhoo Baee, the mother of 
Rao Ramchuiid Rao. 

2d. Ullee Buhtidoor, an illegitimate son 
of the late chief. 

3d. The widow of the late raja ; and 

4lh. Gungadhur Rao. 

The first claim had already been disal¬ 
lowed in 1835, and the 2d mid 3d were 
deemed inadmissible. The pretensions of 
Gungadhur Rao, as brother and next of kin 
to the late chief, were well bounded, and 
would have been at once admitted, but for 
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■hi* alleged imbecility, it v/aa proposed to 
grant him a money provision* and to attach 
the territory to the British possessions* 
Sookhoo Baee (the advocate for Krishna 
Kao’s succession) however, supported by 
her Minister Naroo Gopai, prevented ns 
from giving effect, to our intentions. She 
opposed the Agent’s proceedings, and 
obliged 4 us to make a military demonstra¬ 
tion ere she vacated the fort of Jhansi. 
After establishing our authority in this 
principality, we, in our capacity of u suze¬ 
rain/’ after due inquiry* admitted the right 
of Gungadhur Ruo to succeed. But as we 
could not, as “ conservators of the general 
peace/’ and with advertence to Gungadhur 
Uao's ascertained in competency to manage 
the state unaided, intrust the administra¬ 
tion into his hands, especially at a time 
when he would have no common difficul¬ 
ties to contend with, we have placed it un¬ 
der British management. Captain Ross 
has been appointed Agent, with a salary of 
1,600 rupees per mensem, subject to the 
control of the Agent in Bundelkhutut, and 
the country h .administered through native 
agency, with the view of making as little 
change as possible in the former system. 

This territory once yielded so much as 
eighteen lacs per annum. The revenue 
had fallen off in 1832 to twelve lacs, when 
the following statistical particulars were 
ascertained: 

Area,.. 2,922 square miles. 

Villages, ... 956 

Population,... 2,86,000 souls. 


The state at that time maintained a force 
of B,000 infantry and /00 cavalry. 

Gross mismanagement had reduced the 
income in 1838 to three lacs ; it rose under 
our management in the following year to 
7 i lacs, and a progressive increase may be 
calculated upon. 

This state bears equally with Jalouri the 
expenses of the Bundelkhund Legion, and 
of Mr. Fraser’s pay and establishment; the 
former to the extent of two lacs, and the 
latter fifteen thousand per annum. 

Such of the members of the family as 
had claims to support upon the principality, 
have been pensioned. 
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tngftdhnr Rao, the preseat chief, is a- 
40 years of age., a ad has no issue. 


OORCHA OR TEH REE. 


Maharaja Tej Singh. 


This principality is known by both names. 
Oorcha is the capital. It ranks first a- 
mongst the Bundelkhund states, not with 
reference to its extent or resource. , hut 
because it is the only state in that province 
that was not held in subjection to the 
Peishwa. Out of this principality the Mah- 
rattas formed the Jhansi state, and this 
partition very likely saved it from the su¬ 
premacy of the Poonah ruler.. We found 
Maharaja Bikrmajeet Mohundcr in inde¬ 


pendent * possession, and our treaty of 


friendship and defensive alliance was nego¬ 
tiated with him on the 2oth of Decem¬ 
ber 1812. 

Tehree or Oorcha was estimated in 1832 
to contain 2100 square miles, 640 villages, 
with a population of 1,92,000 souls, and 
yielding a revenue of 10,00,000 and main¬ 
taining a force of 1,200 cavalry and 4, <100 
infantry. The revenue

Maharaja Bikrmajeet Mohunder died 
without issue in 1834, and was sueeeded 
by his brother Tej Singh as next of kin, 
who is the present raja, and is about 6/ 
years of age. He too has no issue, and has 
adopted a boy; with reference to which, 
the question of right to adopt is to be con¬ 
sidered generally/on the receipt of a de¬ 
tailed report irout the Agent in BundeU 
khund.

Maharaja Ihirbunse Rae ♦ 


We found this state in the possession of 
Raja Kishore Singh, the principal descend •

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ant of Raja Chuttur Saul, and our sunnud 
as usual was granted in favor of Kish or© 
Singh, his heirs and successors; 

Kishore Singh, from intemperate and ex- 
traviiigant habits, as well us from a violent 
disposition, almost ruined his territory, and 
obliged us to Interfere authoritatively on 
several occasions. In 1828, he intrusted 
the management of his territory to Koour 
Purtab Singh, of Ohutterpore, for four years, 
and this mutual engagement between those 
chiefs was guaranteed by us. But before 
the expiration of that period, his continual 
misconduct and commission of murder, led 
to his banishment from Puiuiah, aod to the 
appointment of his soli, ITurbunsc Rae, as 
regent. 

Raja Kishore Singh died on the 24th 
September, 1834, and Was succeeded by his 
jum, the present chief, Maharaja Hurbunse 
Raie, who is about 27 years of age, and has 
no issue. 

Pun nab, in 1832, was stated to comprise 
688 square miles, and to contain J 062 vil¬ 
lages, with a population of 67,500 souls, 
and to yield a revenue of eight lac , But

SUMTHUR. 

Raja Hindooput . 

This small principality is ruled by a 
Goojur family. ^ 

Our sunnud was in favor of Maharaja 
Itunjeet Singh, his heirs airl successors. 
He died on the 11th of July, 1827- 

Maharaja Itunjeet Singh had no issue till 
within six months of his demise, and had 
contemplated the adoption of his second 
nephew. About this time the junior ranee 
became enceinte , and presented the raja 
with a son in January, 1827. 

The raja died suddenly, and it was sus¬ 
pected that he had been poisoned by the 
minister, who, owing to the rajahs lutein- 


,te habits, exercised greht authority. 
Je raja’s known intention in favor of his 
^Sephew, the prospect of a long minority, 
and the suspicions attached to the minis¬ 
ter, led to disturbances, and we had to in¬ 
terfere with the internal affairs of this prin ¬ 
cipality. 

The infant son of the raja was generally 
recognised as his successor, and he was 
placed on the guddee, and named Raja Hin- 
doopttt. His mother was appointed regent. 
Hindooput is now about 13 years old. 

Sumthur is stated to comprise 17 r > Square 
miles, and was supposed in 1832 to contain 
72 villages, with a population of 28,000 
souls. The revenue was estimated at five 
lacs, and in 1837 at 4,50,000. This state 
maintains a disproportionate force, viz, 300 
horse and 2,000 infantry. 

BANDA. 

Nuwab Zooificar Ally Bahadoor . 

Ally Bahadoor, the illegitimate son of the 
Peishwa, governed the province ofJbundel- 
khund as his father’s viceroy. Ally Ba¬ 
hadoor died a: Poonah, and his second son, 
the present Nuwab Zooificar Ally, was 
placed on the musnud, and dec-hired his 
successor pro tempore, in consequence of 
his elder brother, Shutnshere Bahadoor^ 
being at the time absent, in Poonah. 

Subsequently on the arrival of. Nuwab 
Shumshere Bahadoor in Bundelkhund, he 
was declared his father’s successor, and. 
with him our engagement was executed in 
1804, and formally renewed in 1812 ; by 
which we guaranteed to him in perpetuity, 
generation after generation, a pension of 
four lacs of rupees per annum, 

Shumshere Bahadoor died on tin? 31st of 
August, 1823, leaving no legitimate issue. 
He was succeeded by his brother, t he pre¬ 
sent Nuwab Zooificar Ally, as the next le¬ 
gal heir, in which capacity he had been re¬ 
cognised by a testamentary paper left by 
his elder brother, and we acknowledged his 
succession as both just and expedient. 

Zooificar Ally is 40 years of age, and has 
issue. Like his predecessor he keeps up a 
military force of all arms, which in dress 
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and equipment resemble ours—indeed most 
of the men are our discharged or resigned 
soldiers. The rmwab’s residence in-Han* 
da is commonly known as the Nuwab of 
Banda’s cantonment ; and His Highness, 
though not guaranteed by any legal enact¬ 
ment, enjoys the privilege of having his re¬ 
sidence, immediate family and blood rela¬ 
tions, exempt from the jurisdiction 'yf our 
courts. ’ ■ 

TIllOHA. 


Rao Benaik liao. 


A pension of eight lacs of rupees per an¬ 
num was settled in 1803, for the lives of 
Maharaja Imrut Rao and his son Bapoo 
Benaik Rao. 

Imrut Rao was the son of Rughoonath 
Rao, or as he was commonly called Ra- 
ghoba. 

Holkar, when endeavouring to effect a 
revolution of the government of the Mah- 
ratta empire, with the view of acquiring 
the greatest power for himself, put forward 
Imrut Rao and his son, as the professed ob¬ 
jects for whom he had been.seeking the over¬ 
throw of the Peishwa Bajee Rao. But 
though wo ought always to have been sen¬ 
sible alive to the insincerity of the last 
named chief, we, in the faith, and in the 
spirit of our engagements, as well as to 
prevent a revolution which threatened to 
cross our line of policy, caused the restora- 
. tion of Bajee Rao ; and this led to the ba¬ 
nishment oi Imrut Ra j and his son, with 
the princely stipend above noticed. 

Seven lacs were assigned as personal al¬ 
lowance to Imrut Rao, and the additional 
lac was intended for the support of his ad¬ 
herents. Imrut. Rao, after residing a short 
time in Benares, .selected Tiroha in Bun- 
delkhund for his permanent residence. 
Here wo gave him a jagheer, which was at 
the time estimated to yield rupees 4,691. 
Ills residence is generally designated the 
camp or cantonment of Maharaja Imrut 
Rao, probably from the circumstance of hia 
keeping up the Semblance of a cantonment, 
and maintaining a small force of all arms, 
equipped after our troops. Within the pre- 
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ts of the jfagheer, Benaik Rao exercises 
pendent authority in the same manner 
his predecessor. 

Imrut Rao, shortly before hi3 de&th, 
relinquished his affairs in favor of his son. 
He proceeded to and died at Benares, in 
September, 1824, and was succeeded by his 
son Benaik Rao, who is now about 50 years 
old. Jffe has no issue, but ha*; adopted a 
boy whom he has named Narain Rao, and 
in whose favor he solicited the continuance 
of a portion of his allowance ; but the ap¬ 
plication was refused, Benaik Rao being 
only a stipendiary for life. 


Benaik Rao $ii his succession declined 
to receive the lac of rupees intended for his 
father’s adherents, in consequence of seve¬ 
ral persons, for whom allowances were pro¬ 
posed, never having joined his father. He 
accordingly draws the personal allowance 
of seven lacs. 

Benaik Rao is second cousin to the Ex 
Peishwa. 


The four following are independent ja- 
gheers or petty cjucfships in Buudel- 
khund. 


BAONEE. 


Navmb Mohumud Hoasain Khan* 

This jagheer is estimated to comprise an 
area of 127 square miles, to contain 52 vil¬ 
lages, with a population of 18,800 souls, 
and to yield in revenue of one lac of rupees 
per annum : it was originally granted by the 
, Peishwa to Nawab Emad- 
j l my C ) eC ?840? Not. Moolk Ghnzeeooddeen 
13 to 17. Khan, at onetime vizier 

of Alurngeer II. 

On our gaining supremacy in Bundel- 
khundj we found Nawab Nusseerooddow- 
lab in possession, and recognised the grant. 
On the i*awab*» death in 1815, the jagheer 
was continued to his son Nawab Ameer 
ool Moolk, who died on the 18th of Octo¬ 
ber, 18.38; and the succession of his son 
Mohumud Hussain Khan has been allowed. 
He h about 25 years of age. 

This chief resides at Caipee, and is stated 
to maintain 21 horse and 200 foot. 
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BERONDA, 

Raja Surubjeei Singh . 

T’his petty chiefship is possessed by a fa¬ 
mily of the Rajbunse caste, and totally im- 
connected with the chieftains of the pro¬ 
vince. How the family obtained the raj 
is not ascertainable, and the succession 
does not* seem to have descended in a right 
line. On both Raja Pirtheeput and his 
brother Ulbale Singh being killed in battle 
about 1790-91, and the former having no 
issue, Mohun Singh, the second son of 
Ulbale Singh, succeeded,^and his succes¬ 
sion whs acknowledged by his elder bro¬ 
ther,. 

On our obtaining supremacy in the pro¬ 
vince of Bundelkhund, we found Raja Mo- 
lum Singh in possession, and confuted 
his right by the grant of a sunniul in per¬ 
petuity, dated 24th June, 180/, subject to 
the Usual condition of fealty to us. 

Raja Mohun Singh died on the 4th of 
January, 1827, without issue; and agreeably 
to a testamentary bequest ox his, wc recog¬ 
nised the succession of the present Raja 
Surubjeet Singh, who is third nephew to 
Mohun Singh, in supercession of the right 
of his two elder brothers, who acquiesced in 
the succession. 

Raj a Surubjeet Singh is about 42 years 
of age. His territory is estimated to yield 
4o,000 rupees. It comprises '2Jo square 
miles, and contains 75 villages, with a po¬ 
pulation of 24,000 souls, and maintains a 
force of 30 horse.and 300 foot* 

JEITPOIHL 

Raja Pareechut, 

Our funnud was granted in favor of Raja 
Kesree Singh (whom we found in posses¬ 
sion), bis heirs and successors, subject to 
the usual condition of subordination, and is 
dated the 20th of September, 1812. On 
his death the chiefship descended to his 
son the present Raja Pareechut, who is 
about 32 years of age, and hits no issue. , 

Jeitpore comprises 165 square miles, and 
is stated to contain 150 villages, with a 
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htion of 16,000 souls, and to yield a 
lie of rupees 60,000. It maintains a 
of 60 horse and 600 foot. 


SUREHLAH. 


Raja Anroodh Singh, 


This petty chiefship is stated to com¬ 
prise 3,5 square miles, and to contain only 
11 villages, with a population of 4,500 
souls. Its revenue is estimated at rupees 
45,003 per annum, and it maintains a force 
of 15 horse and 150 foot. 

llnja Anroodh Singh, the present chief, 
is about 47 years of age. 

He pays, through us, 
Proceedings, 13th July to h ; s brother Dewan 
1822, Nos. Boodh Singh, rupees 

2,000 per annum, as a pensionary support.

King of Delhi and the Royal Family . 

His late Majesty Akbur Shah, whom we 
released in 1803 from the captivity of the 
Mahrattas, died on the 28th of Septem~ 
her, 18.3J, at the good old age of 80 years ; 
and was succeeded, on the same day, by his 
eldest son, the present king ; who, on as¬ 
cending the throne, assumed the titles of 
Abool Mozuffer Surajooddeen Moliumud 
Bahadoor Shah Badshai Ghazee, His 
Majesty’s age is now nearly 67 years. 
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The heir apparent is named Mirza Mo-k 
himnid Para Bukht I&hadoor : the best 
feelings do not exist between his Majesty 
and the Prince, who is 48 years of age, and 
lias issue. 

The king is on the receipt of a monthly 
stipend of 1,00,000, rupees, for the sup¬ 
port of himself* and the members of the 
royal family. We do not directly interfere 
in the distribution of this stipend ; though 
the nature of our connection with this court, 
justifies not only direct, but authoritative, 
interference with the interna! affairs- of the 
palace. w 

His late Majesty had appealed to the 
King of England, through the late Raja Ram 
Mol mil Roy, respecting the inadequacy of 
ius allowance : the result was, the conditi¬ 
onal grant, by the Hon-

First, in consequence of the king declin¬ 
ing to accept it on the condition on which 
it had betfn granted by the Honourable 
Court, viz, “In full satisfaction of all 
claims of every description that he may be 
supposed to possess and secondly, from 
his Majesty being dissatisfied with our 
proposed distribution of the increase a- 
mongst those members of the royal family, 
who re in the receipt of an inferior allow ¬ 
ance, with reference to their rank and sta¬ 
tion, and amongst others who are altoge¬ 
ther unprovided for. 

This last measure was determined . upon, 
in consequence of liis Majesty being con¬ 
sidered in his present stipend to possess 
abundant means for reasonable expendi¬ 
ture, and sufficient to admit of considera¬ 
ble extravagance, or of amassing wealth, 
if those who had the control of the royal 
nurse were so disposed. The augmenta¬ 
tion was declared by Sir C. Metcalfe to be 
unnecessary, and an useless waste of the 
public resources, uncalled for. and il! suit¬ 
ed to the state of the public finances. 

The payment of the augmentation is to 
commence from the date of the king’s 
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Uifiyftvd acceptance of the boon.* His 
is not to receive arrears, and a 
rHon of the increase is to oe appropiiaV 
ed towards the repairs of the palace, and * 
the establishment of a college within its 
precincts, for t he education of the sulateenS. 

The ht'jr apparent receive*- fi,(KK) Its* per 
mensem from the king ; atni it is. proposed 
to raise this allowance to 7,000/ whenever 
the j|rug mentation may he issued.

Raja Bahadoor Singh, the original gran¬ 
tee, was succeeded by Raja Narain Singh, 
who died in July, 1812. and was succeeded 
by Unroodh Singh $ on whose death in 1819, 
Saheb Singh, his infant son, succeeded— 
and Koour Raj Singh, grand uncle to Saheb 
Singh, was appointed guardian to the child, 
and manager of the estate. 

Hitherto the succession was in a direct 
line, but Saheb Singh dying in tender age 
in 1825, his uncle Ram Singh, brother to 
Raja Unroodh Singh, succeeded to the 
chiefship ; and on his death in 1829, was 
succeeded by his infant son. the present 
chief, Raja Nnlmr Singh, who is still a 
minor. 


Pcrguhnah Furreedabad is estimated to 
yield about rupees 1,80,000 per annum, 
and the chief maintains a small body of in¬ 
fantry, dressed and disciplined like our na¬ 
tive troops. 
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Whatever grants the chief of BulubguriV 
may hold from former rulers are not known, ^ 
hut he possesses no grant from the British 
Government oi an hereditary nature, though 
it appears fro nr the records that it was in- 
tended to assign to him. the perguurmh of 
Fmweedabad in perpetuity-; but this inten¬ 
tion was pot harried into effect, because the 
Agent, who had been called upon to sub¬ 
mit a draft of the sumiud, never did so. 

A lthough the title of this r aja to be regard¬ 
ed as an independent-chief is questionable, 
still our never having exercised any con¬ 
trol within the territory, either in* civil or 
criminal matters/ must he held as^niegative 
admission of independent right. 

Claims were preferred by Koour Madho 
Singh and Koour Beejye Singh, grand 
nephews of the original grantee, Raja Ba 
liadoor Singh, to share in the Bulubgurh 
jagheer ; but as our grant of the domain 
was to Bahadoor Singh in sole property, 
and it had descended exclusively to his off¬ 
spring, iioTie of his six brothers having had 
any share therein, the claims were deemed 
inadmissible ; but; the right of the parties 
to a provision from the chief was admit¬ 
ted, and they are now in the receipt; of an 
allowance of 2,000 rupees per annum, be¬ 
sides a house at Delhi, 

DOOJANA. 

Nuwab Doondee Khan „ 

This jagheer is held by an Affghan fami¬ 
ly on condition of military service. 

Nuwab Ubdoofl SfAnplud Khan was a 
rissaldar in the service of Dowlut liao 
Scihdia, and came over to the British Go¬ 
vernment. during the Mahratta war in 
1804 ; and for the attachment, he evinced to 
us, obtained from His Excellency General 
Lord Lake the grant of the Tuppa Bohoo 
Nuhnr Ji'ltl k the pergunnah of Dadree, 
district Delhi, for the lives of his sons 
Ghokinv Mob inrun ud Khan and Doondee 
Khan. 

Tins life-grant Was dated the K)t.h of 
March, 1808. On the 4th of May follow¬ 
ing, the then .'Governor General, Sir G H. 
Barlow, altered the grant to ;• perpetuity.

Ubdoos Summed Khan, as lias already 
been remarked, had two sons Gholani Mo- 
hummud Khan and Doon’dee Khan ; the 
former died in IH2G, during the life time of 
his father ; on whose death in 18'2o Boon- 
dee Khan, the. second son; succeeded to 
the possessions, and is at present the ja- 
gheerdar. 

A claim was advanced to the j&gheer by 
Ameer Mohunmvud Khan, son ol Gliolani 
Mohnimnud Khan ; but as Doondee Khan's 
succession was ui strict• conformity with 
the tenets of the Mahomeduu law, Ameer 
Mohunnnnd’s pretensions were deemed 
untenable,

Nuwab Ahinud Buksh Khan was in the 
confidence of the chief of Ulv/ur and MaoJi- 
erry. - He joined Lord Lake as vakeel 
on the part of Xiao Raja Bukhtawur. Singh ; 
and in his negotiations gave so much sa¬ 
tisfaction to both, his employer and the 
General, that on the cession by us of 14 
pergunnahs to the chief of TTlwnr, ' Bukh 
tawur Sir.gli granted the pergunnali of 
Loliaroo (which had thus become an in¬ 
tegral portion of the Ulwur principality,) 
to Ahinud Buksh Khan in perpetuity; while 
Lord Lake bestowed upon him the per- 
gttimah of Fero/eporc, &c. in similar ten¬ 
ure, subject to the condition of his furnish¬ 
ing 50 horse whenever called upon, and 
supporting the relatives and dependents of

Mirza iNns«eerooHa Beg Khan. This grrW 
was renewed and confirmed bv Govern^ 
merit on the 4th of May, 1806. 

Ahmud BuJksh Khan subsequently play¬ 
ed a high political game in Ulwur, and an 
attempt at, assassination only induced him 
to % that territory. He died in 1827* and 
was succeeded by his eldest son Slntm- 
sooddeen Khan. 

Ah mud Biiksh Khan, during his life time, 
took a renewed grant from the Ulwur 
chief for pergunnah Loharoo, in the name 
of iris eldest son Shumsooddeen, and caus¬ 
ed him to execute a document ceding it to 
his two younger brothers, Amec*fuoddeen 
Khan and Zeaooddeen Khan, as an equi¬ 
valent for their claims on the family pro¬ 
perty* But after Ahmad Biilcsh Khan's 
death, much family dissensions took place, 
pergunnah Loharoo was restored to Shum- 
sooddeen in 1833, and these young men 
had to put their claims into Court. 8hum- 
sooddeen Kharis implication, however, in 
the murder of the late Mr, W, Fraser, 
Agent at Delhi, and the consequent attach- 
in i nt of his jagboers, led to these junior 
members of the family obtaining justice 
without having to wait the result of the te¬ 
dious process of a law suit: conformably 
with the engagements above alluded to, 
Loharoo was made over to Ameenooddeen 
Khan and Zeaooddeen Khan on their with- 
drawing their suit in court, 

Pergunnah Ferozepore was confiscated. 
The Kao Raja of Ulwur claimed th# '-ever¬ 
sion of Loharao so soon as he was apprised 
of the seizure of Shutnsooddee'Ts estate ; 
and on learning that pergunnah Loharoo 
had been made over by us to the vounger 
sons of Ah mud Buksh Khan, be desired to 
have Feroxeporc in exchange ; but as the 
grants both by bis father and himself were 
in perpetuity, his pretensions were consi¬ 
dered undeserving of not ice. 

FURUCKNUGUK 

Nnxucih Mozuffer Khan. 

This independent chieLhip. comprising a 
few villages situated in the heart of the 
Jhujjur ilaqa, is held by a Beloch family# 


a pMt acquiring supremacy in the Delhi 
"Wrrjttory, we found M ozutl’er Khan in pos- 
^e^sioiw and respected his rights in subse¬ 
quently giving away Jhujiur to the Bbu- 
raitch family. Mo/utTur Khan is still liv¬ 
ing.* 

The undermentioneci three jaglieers are 
held by*the llhuraitch family, on condition 
of military service.

Our ]grant was originally in favor of Nu- 
vrtfb Nijabut Ally Khan and his relatives,+ 
who had come over to General Lord Lake 
during the Mahratta war, and obtained 
from His Excellency this jagheer, which, 
on the 4th May, 1806, was assigned in per¬ 
petuity to the grantees by the then Gover¬ 
nor General, Sir G. H« Barlow, on condi¬ 
tion of fidelity and the furnishing of 400 
horsemen, on demand by the British Go¬ 
vernment on emergencies. 

Notwithstanding the above condition, 
the jniwab appears to have placed 400 
horse at the disposal of the Civil Authori- 
t ; es at Delhi, and the entire Bhu raitch 
contingent, until ver lately, were employ¬ 
ed in the ordinary police and revenue du¬ 
ties of the territory . This objectionable 
practice lias been partly put a stop to by 
the concentration, at Han si, of a portion of 
the contingent, which has been placed un¬ 
der the command,of Colonel Skinner, with 
the view of 'their being maintained in a 
state of military discipline. The residue 
still continues to be employed as before. 

On the death of Nmmb Nijabut Ally 
Khan, Fyze AJohumud Khan, his son, suc¬ 
ceeded to the jagheer. He died on the 
16th of October, 1835, and was succeeded 
by his son Fyze Alice Khan, the present 
chief, to whotn the family titles have been 
continued. He is considered a chief of

This jaigheer is estimated to yield about 
six lacs of rupees per annum, and inde¬ 
pendent of the 400 horse placed at our dis¬ 
posal, tbc nuwab maintains a respectable 
force in his territory which is creditably 
managed.

Nuwab Bahadaor Jung Khun Behadoor. 

This jagheer was included m the Jhuj- 
jur grant, but specifically in favor of Mo- 
imrmul Ismael Khan, brother to Nuwab 
Nijabut Ally Khan. 

Ismael Khan bad certain other villages 
granted to him and Ids nephew Fyzo Mo- 
hmntid Khan conjointly, for the mainte¬ 
nance of their respective horse, hut the pre¬ 
sent chief only possesses the personal ja~ 
gheer of his father.

;tiffi«;ient]y consulted in the.ahove ar¬ 
dent, it was cancelled by us in 1828, 
er since Bahadbor Jung Khan has 
n possession. He is poror about 36 
of age; and having no issue, is sup¬ 
posed to entertain the intention of adopt¬ 
ing one of the son? of his second cousin 
Fyze Ally Khan, the chief of Jhujjur. 

Our grant was in favor of Mohummuu 
Ismael Khan and heirs of the body, (i Nus- 
lim bad Nusuh The right of succession, 
therefore, of the adopted son of Balnidoor 
Jung Khan (should the adoption take 
place), will be questionable. 

Bahadoorgurh situated within 24 miles 
of Delhi, on line high road t o Hansi, Ilis- 
sar, &c., possesses great commercial ad 
vantages, and is a flourishing town. The 
chief maintains some state and force, hot 
incompatible with bis income, which is es¬ 
timated at about a lac and thirty thousand 
per annum. 

Bahadopr Jung Khan has an only bro¬ 
ther by name Shore Juug Khan, w T bo has 
a money allowance from his brother of Rs, 
14,000 per annum. 

PATOWDIIEE. 

Mo hum ud Akhur Ally Khan . 

This jagheer, though included in the Jhuj* 
jur grant, was personal to Fyze Tttlub Khan, 
brother-in-law to Nuwab Nijabut Ally 
Khan. Its revenue is estimated at about 
fifty thousand rupees, and like Furruk- 
nuggur it- is situated in the heart of the 
Jhujjur territory. 

On the death of Fyze Tulub Klmn, his 
son Mohumud Akbur Ally Khan, the 
present chief, succeeded to the jagheer. 
He is stated to be about. 30 3 ears of age, 
and had a son born to him in 1839, 
whose recognition as his successor he was 
anxious to obtain ; but the application being 
unprecedented in cases of petty jagheer- 
dars, was not complied with. 

DEYR AH DJIOON. 
GURHWAL. 

Raja Soodur.sun Sah Bahadoor * 

This is the only^luef under the Deyrah 
Dhoon Agency : the extent of his territory 


VIQNV i° 
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is about 4,500 square miles, and it is e 
timated to yield about a lac of rupees per 
annum : the raja has fixed his residence at 
a place called Teeree. 

During the first Goorkha invasion, Pur- 
deewun Sah was the raja of Qurhwal, lie 
was slain, and his son Soodursim Sah fled 
with his family to the plains* At the ter¬ 
mination of the Goorkha war, waged with 
the British Government in 1814-15, Soo- 
dprsun Sah was restored by \m to the so¬ 
vereignty of a portion of the hereditary 
possessions of his family. The portion of 
the Gurhwal territory retained by us, is the 
districts situated to the eastward above 
the confluence of the river Mundagunnee 
with Alik arum da, also the Deyrah Dhoou 
and the pergiuinab of Raeengurli. 

‘Our grant to Soodurmm Sah is a free 
gift in perpetuity, and dated the 4th 
March, 1820. By it we guarantee to him 
undisturbed possession and protection from 
enemies, subject to the undermentioned 
conditions; 

1st.—The abolition of the slave trade. 

2nd:—The furnishing of begaurs and 
supplies for British troops to the extent* of 
the raja’s ability. 

3rd.—Fo allow free trade ; and 

4thly.—The raja not to alienate or mort¬ 
gage any part ox his possessions, without 
the knowledge and consent Of the British 
Government. 

The first condition did not appear to 
have been strictly attended to, as the sub¬ 
ject was urged upon the raja in 1835-36. 
‘But on the second point the raja has more 
than once evinced a disposition to be of 
service. 

The raja’s right to the forest lands of 
Sunkote was admitted in *1837; but with 
the view of limiting his jurisdiction to the 
foot of the hills, we have made him a mo¬ 
ney allowance in lieu of manorial dues, up¬ 
rising from the forest produce of that per- 
gunnub. „ _ 

The raja twice made overtures iu lool 
and 1839, to obtain the farm of Sreenug- 
gur, professedly because the place was once 
his family possessions and seat, but vir¬ 
tually on account of the Hindoo shrines it 
eoii tains, which, as the ruler of the place.

NUWAB KAEftS. 


Titjummool Ilossem Khan Bahadoor ♦ 

Our treaty with the nuwab of Furruckabad, 
Imdad H ossein Khan, is dated the 14th of 
June, 1802. By it the nuwab ceded to 
the Honourable the East India Company, 
in perpetual sovereignty, the province of 
Furruckabad and its dependancies. in com¬ 
mutation ot the tribute formerly payable 
by him, and in lieu of an allowance of Rs, 
9,0GQ per mensem settled upon him, his 
heirs, and successors, with a guarantee 
that the stipend shall not be subjected to 
any diminution from any cause whatsoever. 
This was the lull extent of the pecuniary 
benefit we contemplated in favor of the 
nuwab in our engagements. 

We further provided for the relatives, 
dependants, and servants of the nuwab, 
by stipends to the extent of nearly a be 
and eighty thousand rupees per annum. 
Out of this sum upwards of forty-four 
thousand* were charitable allowances; sub¬ 
ject to revision like other revenue pensions 
under our Regulations; and sixty-eight 
thousand rupees were called c<r zeelniq 
pensions.” These are of two classes, with 
and without condition of service ; the for 
mer is resaleable on lapses or at the plea¬ 
sure of the nuwab, the latter is hereditary . 
Notwithstanding that such could not Have 
been originally intended, lapses of service 
stipends have been appropriated to the be¬ 
nefit of the nuwab. The former class of 
stipends having been granted with the view 
of conciliating the Puthaii families to the 
transfer, have been decided not only to b«c 
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UEWA11 AND MOOKUNDPOEE. 

Malta Raja Butwnath Singh Bahadoor. 

Our first, treaty with this independent, 
state is dated the 5th October, 181:2, and 
was concluded with Raja Jey Singh Deo. 
I was styled a treaty of friendship and de¬ 
fensive alliance. By it we acknowledged 
the raja’s right to, aiul supremacy within, 
the temtories possessed by him, and gua¬ 
ranteed his possessions from foreign ag¬ 
gression. The raja can claim the aid of 
British troops for the protection of his ter¬ 
ritory, and he is bound to meet our requi¬ 
sitions for his troops, who a, e to act in 
subordinate co-operation. The delivery of 
enemies, rebels and criminals were made 
binding on the raja, without this condition 
being mutual. 

The raja having failed to fulfil his en¬ 
gagements, we had recourse to arms, and 
having expressed his contrition, a second 
treaty was negotiated on the 2nd June, 
181.3, l»y which the raja relinquished po¬ 
litical relations with all foreign states and 

native chiefs, &c. . . 

Our third treaty with this state is dated 
the 11th of March, 1814, by which we res¬ 
tored to the ttewah Baja, certain lands 
which had hern forfeited by the opposition 
our troops had experienced. The guaian- 
tee we had promised to the chief of Setnu- 
veea, was subsequently withdrawn at his 
own request ; and we have now no right to 
interfere between the raja and his feuda- 
tories, the principal of whom are the chiefs 
of Mhowguiige, Singrowlee, Seiwureca and 

Chourhat. .. .. , 

Raja Jey Singh Deo abdicated m favor of 
his son the present Raja Bishonath Singh, 
Jey Sing died in 1834. For further par¬ 
ticulars relative to this state, vide Sothei- 
land’s Sketches, pages 140 to 142.

Our grant, in favor of Laul Dooniaput for 
this jagheer, comprising 82 villages, is dat¬ 
ed the 17th of August, 1810. We found

tuity, subject to the condition of attach¬ 
ment and fidelity to us. This jagheer is 
situated above the ghats or passes leading 
from Buodelkhund into the Rewah and 
Saugor territories. 


MYHEEUR. 


Thakoor Bisimn Singh- Thakoor Pfag 
Boss. 

This jagheer, comprising 700 villages, 
and situated above the passes from Bun- 
delkhtthd into the Saugor and Rewah ter¬ 
ritories, Was originally granted by the Pun- 
nah Raja to-Benee Huzooree. When, by 
the treaty of Ba&sein, the Bundelkhund 
province came into our possession, we 
found Thakoor Dcoijun Singly the young¬ 
est son of Betiee Huzooree, in possession 
of Myheeur, and confirmed* the grant to 
him in perpetuity, on the usual condition 
of submission and allegiance. 

Doorjun Singh' died in 1825. when nis 
two sons Thakoors Bishim Singh and 
Prag Doss disputed the succession, and ap¬ 
pealed to arms,, We put an end to the 
feud by partitiomhg the territory equally 
betwee/i the two ^dthersy and they conti¬ 
nue in septete possession to this day. 

Thakoor Bishtm Singh lias the town and 
fortress of Myheeur, with 300 villages ; and 
his younger brother Prag I)oss had 400 
villages, in consideration of his having re¬ 
linquished all claim to ’he tort aed build¬ 
ings in Myheeur. Our grants to the so bro¬ 
thers arc dated in 1827* 

OCHBYKAH. 

Raja Rughobind Singh. 

■When the province of Bughailkuncl. un¬ 
der the treaty with the Pelshvva, became an 
integral portion of the British territory, 
wc found Lai Sheoraj Singh ni possession 
of this jagheer, and confirmed it to hurt: in

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perpetuity by our grunt, dated the 20th \ 
March, 1809, on condition of obedience^ 
and allegiance to the British Government. 

Sheoraj S&gh was succeeded by his 
eldest son Bulbhudder Singh. lie had an 
younger brother by name Juggutrlharee 
Singh, who possessed the separate jagheer 
of Ku rhaee. Actuated by the most flend- 
lifce passion, Bulbhudder instigated the 
assassination of Ids brother. For this crime 
lie was tried bv his - peers, found guilty, 
deposed, and condemned to banishment. 
He is now residing at Allahabad under the 
surveillance of the Magistrate, and on a 
life allowance of 51 >0 rupees per mensem 
made to him out of the revenues of Ochey- 
rah. * 

His son Rughobh.d Singh being u minor 
at the period of his father’s deposition, we 
assumed charge of the territory, and direct¬ 
ly superintended the education of this 
young chief. The result has been most 
satisfactory. The jagheer has improved 
under careful superintendence, and its suc¬ 
cessful management may be augured from 
the good education and unassuming cha¬ 
racter of the young chief. 

Raja Rughobind Singh attained his 
majority in lieee m her, i 838, when he; was 
formally put into possession of the chief- 
ship. Our sunnud is dated the 27th of 
December, 1838. By it we confihn the 
grant of the jagheer in 'perpetuity, subject 
to the usual condition of obedience and al¬ 
legiance. 

The Oelfeyrah jagheer comprises 404 
villages. 

The dependant jagheer of K ur ah ee, which, , 
since 4%gntdlmree Singh’s murder, had 
been under British maiuigement, is now in 
the possession of the late jagheerdar’s elder 
widow, who provides for Futtelx Singh, the 
illegitimate son of her husband.

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'y of Bassein gave W a right io the 
fnces of Biuitlelkhund and Bughaii- 
we foil ml Aroan Singh in occupancy, 
and confirmed his jagbeer in perpetuity, 
on account of his submission and allegiance 
to us, and in reward for the friendly and 
correct conduct he .had invariably manifest- 
ed since the annexation of tlie Bimdp- 
khund province to our. territories. 

Our grant is dated the 18th of July, 
1809; Under it the chief, in all essential 
matters, both internal and external, is to 
be guided by the decision of the British 
Government, and he. engages to guard the 
passes within his jagheer, facilitate the 
movements of our troops, and to deliver up 
any British subjects or criminals who may 
take refuge in his jurisdiction &c. 

SUBATHOO 

Before noticing the several hill states 
between the Sutledge and the Jumna, now 
under the superintendence of the Political 
Agent, at Subatboo, it is necessary to pre¬ 
mise that the Goorkhas had successfully 
ravaged those states, during the years.1811 
12 and 13. In 1814 British troops first 
made their appearance in those regions ; 
and by Sir Da id Ochterloiiy’s proclama¬ 
tion, dated the 17th of October, 1814, 
we promised the several chiefs who would 
cordially espouse bui cause, and assist us 
to the utmost of their ability in'the expul¬ 
sion of the Goorkhas, to confirm them m 
their hereditary possessions, and to pro¬ 
tect them from future aggressions. But 
owing t<v some having tied from the op¬ 
pression of the Goorkhas, and others being 
in loo great an awe of the N epalese Go¬ 
vernment, or perhaps distrustful of our in¬ 
tentions, very few of the chieftains ent itled 
themselves to claim the recovery of their 
ancient lands under the promise made by 
us at. the commencement of the war. Alb 
however, (though most possessing no claim,) 
returned on the expulsion of the Goorkhas, 
and partook of the British liberality. A 
large portion of this region was at our tree 
disposal at the dost of the war, ami we 
might have retained it- but a more liberal 
policy was adopted ; and every petty chief- 




tali)-—however much be had espoused tjjC3 
*ause of the Goorkhas, however much 
had hung back at the hour Af need—was9 
reslor ?d to his ancestral possession, and 
confirmed in it by our grants in perpetuity, 
on condition of fealty-subordinate military 
co-operation whenever called upon, and of 
making good roads throughout their terri¬ 
tories. This. polk-)'. 'Ms .necessary to dis¬ 
abuse the minds of tfi'nse . chieftains who 
regarded' us and our measures with distrust. 
Besides, we . could not at that time reserve 
the conquered,lands for ourselves, without 
incurring an -expense in its numajgement, 
disproportionate to the revenue* 

■\t the prevciit day, a higher value is set 
on territorial possessions in the hills ; and 
as those petty states .'cun be advantageous¬ 
ly managed by our Political Agent on the 
spot, it is intended to avail ourselves of all 
lapse?!, alien no other consideration inter- 
venea fc. induce a departure from such a 
course of proceeding; and with the view of 
rietermmiog upmi the political expediency 
of the :memuv^ mq uiries hare been insti¬ 
tuted as to the rule proper to be adopted 
ini the case of the claims of collateral i^ics. 

Qolond Tapp, without questioning the 
right of the paramount power tq dispose of 
all lapses at; pleasure, observes, that the 
Hindoo law of inheritance m '.generally held 
good in the lulls, and that during the 
Groorkha usurpation, the lapsed territory 
was generally given to the nearest of kin, 
it not being a part of Gooch ha policy to 
undertake the direct management of any of 
these petty states. But this policy wavs 
adopted for the simply reason,^ that the 
sovereignty was merely nominal ; the chiefs 
being made U) pay the enacted tribute* 
which in all cases amounted to as ifnjch as 
could possibly be raised from a rude race 
of people, theu under complete military 
subjugation of a still more barbarous race. 

The revenue of the protected hill states 
was estimated in U13b at rupees 3,44,200. 

The gross revepue from the lands reserved 
ky us was estimate*!, at 24,000, and deduct¬ 
ing pensions and charges of collection, the 
net revenue at rupees j 4,00tk 

The total amount >f tribute receivable 
by us from, the protected lull states, is ru- 
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e| 26,528. It was originally fixed in a 
^j^tVd number of porters to be in constant 
^tendance, but was subsequently com¬ 
muted to a money payment, calculated at 
3 rupees per man per mensem. 

Bnssahir is the only principality in the 
bill states, subject to the Subnthoo Politi¬ 
cal Agency, the rest are thakooraes or 
petty lordships, divided into two classes, 
and commonly known as the bar a. Ytwelve) 
and uthara (eighteen) thakooraes. 

Independent of Ihuvuvleo, Sewah, Suba- 
thoo, Sundoch, and Simla, which we bad 
retained after the conquest of the bills, 
and Kotkhai, which we subsequently re¬ 
sumed, the. state of Bughat has escheated to 
us, and we are now managing Koomhar- 
sain and Joobul for the disqualified ran as 
of those states. 

The cost of managing the hill ter ritories, 
greatly exceed the revenue derived from 
them. 

The office of wuzeer or min is ter is here¬ 
ditary in most of these states ; the conse¬ 
quence is that the minister h $he virtual 
ruler, and the rana mere nominal chief, un¬ 
educated and uninformed : the very circum¬ 
stance of his not bring either expected or, 
required to take an active part in the ad¬ 
ministration of his territory, making hint 
apathetical to acquire knowledge. 

BAGHUL. 


liana Kisft.en Singh. 

Our grant was ip favor of Rana. Sheo- 
surnm Singh, who died on the 29th of 
January, 1840, leaving three sons, and 
has been succeeded by the eldest, the pre¬ 
sent chief, Kisbeu Singh. 

Baghul, in extent and resources, ranks se¬ 
cond amongst the hill states. It comprises 
12 pergunnahs, is supposed to contain 
40,000 .souls, and to yield a revenue of Rs. 
50*000 per annum. The number of armed 
retainers of the rana is estimated at 3,000, 
and this state pays a tribute of Rs. 3,600 
to the British Government. 


MCKGAl'l. 

Ran a Purlab tikund. 

This is a small hill state, comprising 
only three pergurmahs, supposed to con¬ 
tain 3,000 souls, and to yield a revenue ot 
Us. 4,000. It pays a. tribute to us ot Ks. 
»80, and the number of the rana’s armed 
retainer* "is estimated at 200. 

BUDGEK. 

Rand Rootfurpaid. 

This territory comprises 10 pergurmahs, 
and pays a tribute of Its. 1,440. Its sup¬ 
posed 'revenue is 30,000, and therefore 
ranks fourth in point of income amongst 
„be hill states. ‘'The population is esti¬ 
mated at 25,000 souls, and the number of 
the rana’s armed retainers at 1,000. 

BUG HAT. 

Three-fywrdis of this hill state, compris¬ 
ing 6 pergurmahs, and estimated to yield 
a revenue of Rs. 14,000, was separated 
from tim'd iefship after the expulsion of 
the Goorhhas, and '<M by us to the raja 
of Putteeala, for one lac and eighty thousand, 
rupees. Theremaining fourth, compris¬ 
ing 4 perguunahs, and supposed to yield 
a revenue of Rs. 5,000, was granted to the 
expatriated chief, Bans Mehender Singh, 
for himself and heirs; hut by his death 
without Issue in 1839, the territory has 
lapsed to us, . , , . 

Territorial possessions in the hills nave 
so greatly risen in value, since those re¬ 
gions came under our protection, that the 
Rutteeala raja was, willing to purchase the 
lapsed portion of Eugb.it for a lac and half. 

‘lit <'hat contains the lofty range of hills 
named Kussolee, which overlook the valley 
of Pinjore; and now that this territory has 
lapsed to ns, it is proposed to grant indi¬ 
viduals allotments of land in these lulls lot 
locations. There is not sufficient room for 
the cantonment of a regiment. 

The land revenue alone amounts to ru¬ 
pees 2.855, out of which provision has 




aeo/rrgiade for the relatives of the late ra- 
/s family to the extent of rupees 1,282. 
res and all forced contributions have 
been abolished. 


BULSUN. 


Ram Jograj . 

Tills state origiuilly included Bun-owlet* 
Our grant for the latter was iu favor of 
Raja Rani Singh, or Ram Surrun, and is 
dated the 20th October., 1815. Burrowlee 
is now retained for our military post of Su- 
bathoo. It was considered best to adopt 
this plitn, to obviate the inconveniences re¬ 
sulting from divided authority, The .tri- 
. bate formerly payable for both Bulsun and 
Burrowlee was 1,800 rupees,. It is now 
for Bulsun done rupees 1080. Burrowlee 
and Bulsun comprise 5 pergunnahs, with 
a supposed population of 5,000 souls, and 
yield a revenue of rupees 6,000. The ra¬ 
ti a was stated in 1832 to have 500 armed, 
retainers. 

BUSSAHIR. 

Raja Mokenckr Singh . 

M.K .i-. • ■ ' V ' . 

This is the only principality amongst the 
hill states subject to the Subathoo Agency. 
It includes the thakooraes or manors of 
Kimaitobj Delaitoo, Nawur, Doodoo, Koo- 
war, and Kunaory comprises 22 pergun- 
nahsyis supposed to contain 1,50,000 souls, 
and to yield a revenue of rupees 1,40,000. 
This hill chief is styled a raja/’ His 
armed retainers are estimated at 15,000, 
and the state pays a tribute of 15,000 ru¬ 
pees. 

Bussahir originally belonged to Raja 
Oogur Sain, who died in 181L Our grant 
is dated the 16th December, 1815, and is 
in favor of His son, the present chief, and his 
descendants. We did not hesitate in giv¬ 
ing away this territory to Mohender Singh, 
then a minor, although proofs Were adduced 
of his spurious birth. 

The chief of Bussahir, under existing en¬ 
gagements, is. to afford subordinate mili¬ 
tary co-operation * whenever called upon,

and to furnish begarees for the eqt>stri\J^ 
tuna of roads throughout his territory. ^ 

On the occasion of our grant, the tha- 
kooraes of Kotegurh and K-oomharsain 
were dismembered from this state, and de¬ 
clared dependant upon its. We also re¬ 
tained the forts of liamgurb Suluditn, 
Wurtoo, Bagee, and Kunmgoo], as con¬ 
venient military posts, together with the 
pergunnaks of Raden and Sundoeh, on 
the left bank the Pabur river. 

DHAMIE. 

Rana Gohurdhun, Singh. 

This state comprises 7 pergunnahs, is 
estimated to yield a revenue of its. 3,500, 
arid to contrail a population of 3,000. souls. 
It pays a tribute of Rs. 720; and the rana 
is supposed to maintain 100 armed retain¬ 
ers. 

DHOORGATEE. 

This is the smallest of the lull states. 
It is comprised of a single pergmmah, 
containing about 200 souls, and yielding 
about Rs, 100 per ar^num. It is free from 
the payment of tribute.

Teeka Kurrwn Chunil, Minor . 

Our grant was in favor of Rana Poo- 
run Chnml. This was one of tile grossly 
mismanaged states in the hills. The thief 
was a mere cypher, completely under the 
sway of his wazeers or ministers. These 
ministers, possessing an hereditary right 
to the office, find it their interest to convert 
the reigning chief, by administering to his 
foibles and passions, to a mere tool in their 
hands. Such was the state of Poorun 
Chiiud when he applied to the Political 
Agent at Siibathoo, to undertake a settle¬ 
ment of his territory. His application was 
unfortunately viewed in the light of abdi¬ 
cation; the territory was taken charge of 
by us in 1833, sc tiled, and a money allow¬ 
ance of rupees 4,480 per an mi in assigned 


stipend the nu;a persisted 
» the period of Ins death, 
in his importunities to be 
^established in his authority. The very 
circumstance oi hu refusing, for upwards 
of ►seven years, to receive a money al¬ 
lowance, and .preferring to live upon his 
own icsovirees, although .such a determi¬ 
ne turn subjected him to distress—added to 
his repeated asseverations of never having 
even intended to abdicate, and his appli¬ 
cations to be reinstated—are proofs, if any 
w ere in cited, beyond his original applica- 
cation, that lie did not positively abdicate \ 
but just as the ( ; »overunient vi ere satisfied on 
this point, and were prepared to mete out 
justice, the ran a died, ills death took 
place on the 14th of February, 1840, and 
we are now managing this territory in be¬ 
half of a son left by Poorun Ciiund. This 
child was born i;i November, 1835, 

r lbe late ran a 1 y, as generally considered 
imbecile, and his^having issue was much 
doubted. Mcffeirl^’wc still being made, 
on this point, but the result of the investi¬ 
gation conducted in 1886-37, leaves iio 
doubt as to the legitimacy of the birth of 
the child alleged to have been left by him. 

Joobul in 1832 was supposed to contain 
18 pergunnabs, and 15,000 eouku Its re¬ 
venue -was estimated at 20,000 rupees, and 
the tribute was stated at rupees 2,520. 

In 1809, the extent of this state was 
stated at 330 square miles, Containing 490 
villages, and 2,652 houses, with a popula¬ 
tion of 15,000 %>ulsi and yielding a revenue 
of rupees 14,186-1 i-7« 

KEYONTHX1L. 

Raua Sunsar 'Singh* 

This state in extent ranks third in the 
hills. Keyonthui. Proper comprises 11 per- 
gunnahs, is estimated to yield a revenue of 
rupees 20,000, the population is supposed 
to be 14,009 surds, and the number of die 
rana^s armed retainers is calculated at 
1,500.

The chief of this state is HI-qualified for 
a ruler, lie has been treated harshly, in 
expectation that a reform in his life and 
conduct would thereby be effected ; hut 
that course having failed, it is now propos¬ 
ed to adopt mild measures and conciliatory 
hearing, to attain the c object we, have in 
view. 

The territory of Keyditkhu] was dismem¬ 
bered by vis after the conquest, and a por¬ 
tion, comprising 9 pergunnahs, and esti¬ 
mated to yield a revenue of rupees 21,000, 
was sold to the raja of Puttee ala. In con¬ 
sideration of this alienation, the remainder 
qf the Keyonthul state is excused the pay ¬ 
ment of tribute. 

We have obtained from this chief certain

This was one of the hill states, which, 
from the caitmumcefnient of the war. co¬ 
operated with us to the best of its means 
for the expulsion of the Goorkhas. 

Our grunt was in favor of liana Kehur 
Singh, and his posterity. Kchur Singh 
died without issue, on the 11th of May, 
J 839, and according to the strict letter of 
the grant, this territory lapsed to us ; but 
in consideration of the early attachment of 
the late ran a to British interests, of the 
circumstance of there having been no suc¬ 
cession in this family since the conquest 
of the hills by us, and with the view of 
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'eating’ the appearance ■ of .too.-great an* 
Berness in our desire to take advantage 
escheat* in these regions, the grant wm 
ordered t* be re.revved ‘in iaiv-r of Prectuju 
Single a collateral hciiy on the payment of 
a, nuzzuraiut ecjual t.o au years \ cut, or on 
a proportionate addition to the tribute. 

Before, however, tills favorable determi¬ 
nation yvws y utule known to tne party coiv 
earned, a revolt took place, supposed to 
have been instigated by Preetum Singh ; 
and the territory, pending inquiries as to 
the degree of his participation and his fit¬ 
ness to rule, is managed by our Political 
Agent. 

There will he found much to palliate the 
insurrection of the inhabitants of Koom- 
harsain. An obnoxious individual had 
been set over them as collector of revenue 
by the political Agent; and independent of 
the dislike to him for rumoured fradnleut 
conduct in the management of the finances, 
positive hatred was engendered against him 
from his supposed improper connexion with 
the Lalies/n the ran a s iaiuily . the? ebulli¬ 
tion of feeling therefore which led to the 
collector’s incarceration, and .subsequent 
tumult of the ryots, must he considered as 
proceeding from good cause, and hi a great 
measure palliating what at first appeared 
as an outrage against the authority of the 
paramour)t ppwcv. 

KoonVharsahi pays a tribute of rupees 
1 ,4.40, waft stated in 1832 to Contain 11 
pcrgunnahs, witli 12,00'd souls, and to 
yield a revenue of ? d,(100 rupees. This 
must include fines and forieiturcs, as the 
land revenue was in 1839 estimated at 
only 10,000 rupees. The fate rana’s arm- 
od retainers were computed at 1,000.

Onr grant for this territory was in favor 
of 'Rana Runjeet Singh ami his descendants. 
Rtmjeef Singh died in 1821, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son Bhttgwan Singh. From 
that period this thakoorae presented such 
a scene of anarchy and confusion, .owing 
to the ♦ vicious disposition ajjd deficient 
understanding of the ruler, as veil as to 
the tyranny and rapacity of the wnzeenv 
that to protect the inhabitants from fur¬ 
ther oppression, and to prevent, the con 
tagion spreading io the neighbouring static, 
we were forced in 1828 to cancel our grant, 
and to annex the territory to the British 
possessions. 

R:\na Bhugwan Singh is allowed l,30j 
Rsi per annum, and his relatives have a 
further allowance of 700 Its. for their sup¬ 
port.

Our grant was in favor of Ran a Jhou- 
boq. 

In 1838-39 uni insurrection broke out, 
which had in view JlioobooA* deposition, 
and the raising to the ehiefsiup Preetuiu * 
Singli, son of art elder brother of Jhooboo, 
who was alleged to have been alive at the 
lime of our conquest of the hills. The tu¬ 
mult was put down ; Preetum Sfxigli had 
a money allowance assigned him .; and as 
rana Jhooboo had certainly lent himself 
to fraud, in endeavouring to substantiate 
his claim as siiperiur to that of his late el- 
<ler brother, although his ’.right (having 
been recognised by ijjjys at the conquest) was 
unquestionable, he was permitted to abdi¬ 
cate on favor of his son, the present Rana 
Seyam Singh. 

This state pays a tribute of Rs. 288. 
Its revenue is estimated at 3,000, the po¬ 
pulation at 2,509, and the ranahs armed re 
miners are computed at 100. 

SIMLA. 

We obtained this territory by exchange 
liom, the litija of Putteeala arid liana of 
Keyonthul. It now forms almost entirely 
the locations of European visiters to the 
hills. The net revenue derived from this 
pergunnah in 1836, was Ks. S0~. 

SUB ATH GO. 

Including Sypah and Burrowke, 

Slioathoo atm Sewaii were retained bv 
us after the conquest of the hills, and Bur- 
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rowAde was subsequently resumed for 
Bui sun Ran a. The cantorimenfc of the 
Ni'sseeree battalion is at Subathoo. The 
old fort at that place has been converted 
into a jail, and convicted delinquents of 
both-Sirnia and Subathoo are imprisoned 
there. 

The retained territory comprises 3 per- 
gurmahs, and is supposed to contain a po¬ 
pulation of *5.535 souls. The net reve¬ 
nue if’) 83ti Amounted to Rs* 5jb!)9. 

We have" transferred three villages in 
per gun nail Ritrrowlee, to the raja of Put- 
teealah in exchange for Simla. 

SUKDOCII. 

This porguftrtah has also been retained 
by tun jt yielded in 1835, a net revenue 
of Us. 1,145. The population was esti- 
mated at upwards of 1,200. 

UMBAIA. 

The estate of Umbala lapsed to us on 
the death of Sirdarnee Dia Koomvnr, on 
the 13th of January, 1824. She -was the 
widow of Goorhiik^ii $iifgh, who, ami his 
brother Laid Si mpy -came from Manjha,, 
a country south-west of 1 j mrit.sur and La¬ 
hore, and conquered the present Sikh pro¬ 
tected territory from Z) a Khan, the go¬ 
vernor of Siri ind, in A. I). 1/UH 

The acquisition was parcelled into five 
divisions: 1st, Umbala. ‘2nd, Thtirwa; 

3rd, Punjhokrah ; 4th, Bubbeul; and 5th, 
Boh ; and distributed amongst the brethren 
and followers of thy conquerors,-all owing 
obedience to Umbala, which became the 
seat of Goorbuksh Singh ami Laul Singh. 

On the death of the brothers, Dia Koon- 
vvur, the widow of the elder, was acknow¬ 
ledged the paramount head of the confe¬ 
deracy ; but sem age and seclusion made 
he r a "nominal chief, and misrule of neces¬ 
sity followed ; nevertheless she held Her 
position for no less a period than 38 years. 

The rivers Chortee. Codlcila, Ghuz/ur, 
Taugrem anil Markhunda intersect these 
territories. 



Froci c«l?nprs, 8th Feb., 
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%Ve selected IJmbala as the head quar- 
•rji/of our Political Agent, because it is 
Wtrically situated with respect to these 
l^ikh states, which came under our, protec¬ 
tion, when by the treaty of the 25th of 
April, 1809, we restricted the ruler of the 
Punjab to the right bank of the river Sut- 
ledge. 

This Political Agency has also under its 
control some few hill states, which vve con¬ 
quered from the floorkhas in 1814 15, 
such as the territories of Nahun or Sir- 
moor, Khhloor or Relaspoor, H indoor or 
Nulugurh, and Manee Majra. 

The principal chielships amongst the 
Sikh protected states are Put tee ala, 
Jheemlh, Kythiil, and INabah. The chiefs 
are of the Phoolkean tribe, and with res¬ 
pect to these states, the rule oh succession 
has been determined 
by the Supreme Go¬ 
vernment as follows : 
ce The estate to devolve entire to the near¬ 
est ih ale heir, according to the Hindoo law, 
and to the exclusion of females/’ 

Captain Murray, formerly Superintendent 
of the hill territories, in treating upon the 
rules and customs of the Sikhs, remarked, 
that “ the rules of sut cession to landed 
property in the Sikh* states are arbitrary, 
and are variously modified in accordance.to 
tlie usages, the interests and prejudices of 
different families ; nor is it practicable to 
reduce the anomalous system to a fixed 
and leading principle.” 

The truth of the above observation was 
substantiated by subsequent experience ; 
and it has been determined*, that with ex¬ 
ception to the four principal ehiefships no¬ 
ticed above, the rule ' of succession in all 
othe»* Sikh ehiefships or estates*,will be, to 
ascertain the custom of the family in each 
instance by the best evidence procurable, 
and to be guided in our decision thereby. 

Female succession is valid amongst some 
of these tribes, and so is the ceremony of 
Khuraiwa <jt u Chadur limlazee.” 1 his 
form of marriage is held legal, not only 
with sisters- in law, but with strange fe¬ 
males, and the offspring of such connexion 
is legitimately entitled : to succeed to the 
parent’s patrimony. 
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The Sikh and hill protected territp'r 
subject to the Umhala Political Agency, 
was stated if* 1832 € ».o comprise 6,911 £ 
vffiageH* yielding a revenue of rupees 
55,22,490, and to be capable, of lun-usliing. 
10,447 horse, calculated at the rate of one 
horse to a revenue of rupees 500, 

These states pay no tribute, and we do 
not interfere with their internal affairs, 
though interference for generally beneficial 
purposes would -be justifiable. We, as the 
paramount arid controlling power, benefit 
by escheats. The lapses up to the close of 
1,247 fusly, yielded a revenue of rupees 
2,15,316-14-3 as follow:

Besides the above, the small estate of 
Tehree, comprising 7 villages, and esti¬ 
mated in 1852 to yield a revenue of rupees 
5,600, escheated to the British Govern¬ 
ment in )838, on the death of Mace Dhur- 
moo, widow of Sirdar Jumyut Singh, with¬ 
out male heirs. We also possess two-thirds 
of Thanessur, which lapsed to us in 1830, 
on the death of the last male heir of the 
original proprietor Bhag Singh. This 
escheat was estimated in 1832 to yield ru¬ 
pees 34,000. 

With respect to the revenue administra¬ 
tion of these lapses, the Political Agent is 
subject to* the control of the Agent at 
Delhi, but in political matters connected 
with the protected Sikh chiefs, he possess¬ 
es independent jurisdiction.

Raja Surroop Singh Barndoor . 

On the death of the last chief Raja Sun- 
gm Singh, we took possession, of this ter¬ 
ritory as a lapse ; but subst ^uemly made 










over the greater portion to a collateral heirj 
(t’/present chief, Raja Surroop Singh. 

)ur relinquishment in favor of Surroop 
Singh comprised the tracts of country ge¬ 
nerally which belonged to his great grand¬ 
father Gujput Singh, the founder of this 
chiefship. All possessions granted by Ma¬ 
haraja ltunjeet Singh, subsequently to the 
treaty of 1800, were restored to His High¬ 
ness.’ Loodeanah, and all the other pos¬ 
sessions acquired by the descendants of 
Gujput Singh, subsequently to the death 
of that chief, and before the year 1809, 
lapsed to the British Government. 

The widow’s and family i f the late chief 
have been provided for by Svivrqop Singh. 

The widows and Sookha Singh, a cousin 
of Surroop Singh, advanced their claim to 
the chiefsliip, but it was negatived. 

4 The Jheendh revenue was estimated in 
1832 at v\f\) ees 2,24,800, and the territory 
was stated to contain 281 villages.

JBhaee Oodey Singh . 

This territory comprises 516 villages, and 
is estimated to yield rupees 4,12,800, 

The chief is of the Fhoolkean tribe, and 
there has been no succession since the 
territory came under British protection. 

Oodey Singh is a paralytic, and has no 
issue. 

: NABHA. 

Raja Jusivunt Singh Bahadoor. 

This chief is also of the Phooikean tribe. 
Nabha comprises 313 villages, and the re¬ 
venue is estimated at rupees 2,50,400. 
The raj a has issue. 

Interference between this chief and his 
feudatory has been exercised., 

PUTTEEALAIL 

Maharaja Dhiraj Rajeshur y Maharaja Raj - 
gan Kurrurn Suvjh Mohmdur Bahadoor . 

This is the. largest of the Sikh protected 
states, and the chief is looked up to by bis 


neighbours as ihe head of the PhoolkAC 

•i'Mtteealah proper cgrav rises 2,450.| vil¬ 
lages, and the revenue is estimated at ru 
I»ees 19,60,400, but the chief 1m added to 
his principality by purchase. Three-fourths 
of the hill state of • Bughat were disfuem- 
hered by us after the expulsion of the 
Ciborkhas, and sold to Maharaja Kurrum 
Singh for a lac and eighty thousand rupees. 
We also disposed of to this chieftain 9 
pcrgum.ahs, formerly belonging to the hill 
state of Keyouthul. These'- two. lots were 
estimated in 1832 to yield a revenue of 
35,000 rupees. 

In 1830 we olvtallied from this chief the 
hill territory of Simla, in exchange for 3 
villages in pergunnah Bim-cwlcc,' which 
we had retained with jftibathoo, 

Kurrum Singh has issue, his brother 
Ajeet Singh, - who had long contended for 
a share in the principality, has now quietly 
settled down as a pensioner. 

This chief maintains a respectable force. 

The four following are the lull states 
subject, to the Um'bala Political Agency.

KCIILOOR. 

Raja Jug gut Chund. 

The capital of this state is Belaspore, 
and Raja Ajmere Chund was the founder 
of this chiclship. Our grant was in favor 
of Raja Kurrudi Chund and his posterity. 
Kurruck-.Chund died without issue on the 
2df h of March, 1839, when we conferred 
the territory on Meea j ungee, who, like 
Kurruck Chund, was the nearest, of kin to 
the deceased, being great grand-son of the 
common ancesto; Baja Ajmere Chund. 
Meea bungee was installed in the princi¬ 
pality on tlie I/th of May following, with 
the title of Raja daiggut Chund. hie was 
subsequently pronounced imbticile, anti in- 
comipetent for the charge’, 
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The late chief (Kurrnck Chund) wn% 
yhtojx ie.d to two of the sisters of the raja of: 

uru who advanced a claim to the prin¬ 
cipality \n behalf of his sisters, but which 
claim was negatived. 

Subsequently the birth of a posthumous 
child by the youngest widow was reported , 
but on inquiry it proved to be an attempt 
at imposition by the Nahira raja, and he 
was reprimanded. 

Foiled in his attempts to set aside the 
succession of Juggnr Chund, and encou¬ 
raged no doubt hv his asserted imbecil ity, 
the .Nahun raja would appear to have se¬ 
cretly aided and abetted his sisters- m cre¬ 
ating an insurrection in Beiaspore. 

The insurrection vvhs quickly put down, 
and the authority of Juggut Chund (who 

4 ad fled at the very commencement) re- 
Itablished. The pvernment of the Pun¬ 
jab evinced a commendable solicitude to 
maintain order by restraining and com¬ 
pelling its subjects, who had joined the in¬ 
surgents, to re cross the Sutledge, although 
the Lahore durbar (owing to this chief 
having 1 also trans-Sutledge possessions) 
claimed to be consulted on the question of 
succession. 

The alleged utter helplessness of charac¬ 
ter of liaja Juggut Gimnd, induced th - 
local officers to renew' a proposition first: 
made in 1838, to intrust the superintend¬ 
ence and management of this state to a 
European officer ; but adverting to the in¬ 
significance, both in point of extent and 
revenue of this chief&Uip, the measure was 
not considered necessary; with the view, 
however, of introducing hereafter, if abso¬ 
lutely requisite, an efficient rule through 
other available Native agencies, the atten¬ 
tion of the Agent has been ordered Lo be 
kept carefully directed to the state of this 
ehiefship, and the appointment of an able 
minister i s contemplated. 

Inquiries are in progress to ascertain, 
the suspected participation, or otherwise, 
of the Nahun raja in the hostile designs 
of the ranees against Raja Juggut XJhurni , 
and if proven guilty, it is proposed to mulct 
him j and on failure of payment, to oc¬ 
cupy that portion of his territory whic’ 
was the scene of the late ;disff/arbunces. . 
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KuWcor or Belaspore was stated in 1832 
to comprise 93? villages, and to yield n 
revenue of Rs. 74,800. The chief is of 
the Kerora tribe. 

,MANEE MAJBA. 

Raja Garcrdhnn Singh Bahadoor. 

The tevritorv of this chieftain is situated 
about the base of the hills, and adjoins the 
valley of Pinjore. It comprises 59 villa¬ 
ges, and is estimated to yield a revenue of 
Rs. 4Jf,200. 

NAHUN, 

Raja Futteh Purkdth.

This hill state is also known as Rirmoor. 
The chief is of the Rajpoot caste. Our 
grant was in favor of the present chieftain, 
and i dated .the 21st of September, 1915. 
The revenue of the territory is estimated 
at about 50,0(K) Ils 

We also granted to this raja in perpetur- 
ty the lands commonly called the Kc-aro'a- 
dhoon, subject to the following conditi¬ 
ons. ■ 

1 st. Rights of the people to be respect¬ 
ed, and justice impartially administered. 

2nd. No transit or custom duties to be 
levied. 

3rd. Roads to be made, and existing 
ones, to be kept in repair. 

4th. Protection to travellers and mer¬ 
chants by the maintenance of an efficient 
police. 

■ 5th. Abolition of all arbntrary exac¬ 
tions under the denomination oi voomalee, 
nuzmanna, &c. Our grant is dated the 
5th of September, 1933. 

« The Keardadhoun v:i a valley Hounded 
on tire north by the state of Sinmior— on 
the south by die hills which divide it from 
the Belaspore ttlooq—on the east by the 
Jumna arid Girree rivers, which separate 
from thehlleyruh XJhoou—and on the west 
by the Kutharun Teruth, which bounds it 
towards Nahum The Dhoou is 22 miles 
long, and varying from 13 to 6 miles in 
breadth. The celebrated « Raj Bun or 
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forest, which yields saul timber, is 
S-^tjrated in the north east angle of the 
isfjhoon, and wild elephants range the skirts 
of the valley, and are often entrapped in 
pits. ” 

The small stream called the Battah, run¬ 
ning east to west, intersects the Dhoon, 
and disembogues into the Jumna. The 
pasturage In this valley is exceedingly rich. 

We took the Dhoon from the Gfoorkhas 
in 1814 - 5, and farmed it to the Sirnioox 
raja for ten years, at Rs. 450 per annum. 
Subsequently it improved under our direct 
management, and eventually we gave it 
awav to Raja Futfceh Piirkash.

:f NALAGURH. 

liaja Ram Singh alias Raja Ram Surrm 

This territory is also denominated Hin¬ 
door. Our grant is dated the 20th of Oe~ 
toner, 1815, and is in favor of Raja Ram 
Singh alias Raja Ram Surrun, who is still 
alive. 

This old chief, on the breaking out of the 
Relaspore insurrection, evinced the utmost 
devotion to our cause. His territory is 
stated to comprise J36J villages, and to 
yield a revenue of rupees 1,09,200. 

T now proceed to notice separately, some 
of the largest and peculiarly constituted of 
the petty independent states. 

The rest are so numerous, and insignifi¬ 
cant in point of extent and revenue, that 
I will enter, them in a tabular form, em¬ 
bracing all the information I can immedi¬ 
ately glean from the records. 

CHICHROWLEE. 

Sirdar Sohha Singh Kalseea . 

This chief is of the Kerora tr ibe. His 
territory comprises 133 villages, and is es¬ 
timated to yield a revenue of rupees 
1 , 06 , 700 . 

; CHOOLEEAN SIKHS. 

This tribe of fraternity, from not having 
a chiefs were incessantly quarrelling and 




fighting.. Their possessions, were divided^ 
into five shares,or puttees,. and. they had!/ 
voluntarily placed; themselves in subjection V 
to the raja of Putteeala. They afterwards k 
became 'dissatisfied with -this arrangement, 
and in 1836 wen; -emancipated from the 
superintendence;, of the raja of Putteeala, 
and transferred to'the. control of the Poli¬ 
tical Agent at Umbala. Each puttee now 
appoints headmen for the arbitration of its 
disputes, and the Government has notbeen 
troubled by these pw pie, during the past- 
three years. , 

INDREE. 

Nuwah Gholam Mohceoodderi■ hhan Baku- 
door, and Sirdars Nehal Singh, Soodh 

Singh, and Jowahir Singh, # 

This is now a Sikh town, but was origi¬ 
nally acquired, by the Kopnj ppora family. 

On the irruption of the Sikhs, they fc 
conciliated by the payment of “ chput,’ 
literally one-fourth revenue. This if black 
mailwas gradually doubled, till at last 
the Sikhs came to be regarded as co-shav¬ 
ers. ' . . 

Indree has six dependant villages, anti 13 
estimated to yield Its, 4,800. 

Goolsheie Khan, former chief of Koonj- 
-poora, gave this estate to bis second »n 
Gholam Mohefeuoddcen Khan ; and as his 
eldest son Ruhmut Khan, the then chiei oi 
Koonjpoora. joined Lord Lake during the 
Mahratta campaign oi ! 80-1, his tanuly 
possessions may be considered, to have 
come under our protection from that -pe¬

Alter the death of GoolViKere Khan, 
Gholam Moheeooddeen Khan disputed the

The two reipaift- 
ing children being infants at the time oi 
Gooishere Khan’s death, were not specific- 
ally provided for. 

Gooishere Khan died in 1804, and was 
succeeded by his eldest son lluhmut Kban, 
who, during the Mahratta campaign oi 
joined General Lord Lahbj and was re- 
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br his good will and sendees to* as, 
niily possessions being placed un* 
tisli protection, and by the grant of 
of 7 villages* in the district of 
Paneeput, for the life of his son Bahadoor 
Jung Khan. The grant was dated the 3rd 
of March, 1806, and the jagheer lapsed in 
1828 on the death of the grantee. 

Ruhmut Khan’s succession led to dis¬ 
agreements between him and his brother 
Gholain Moheeooddeen Khan, the chief of 
Indree, and the Resident at Delhi was 
obliged in 1811 to appoint arbitrators for 
the adjustment of the differences ; agree¬ 
ably to whose decision the principality 
was divided, two-thirds to Ruhmut Khan, 
and one-third to Gholam Moheeooddeen 
Khan. 

Ruhmut Khan died, leaving four sons, 
named Bahadoor Jung Khan, Gholain Ally 
Khan, Shah Baz Khan, and Jan Baz Khan. 
He was succeeded by his eldest son Baha¬ 
door Jung Khan. 

Bahadoor Jung Khan died without issue, 
on the 2nd of August, 1838, and his eldest 
surviving brother, Gholam Ally Khan, (the 
present chief) as next of kin, succeeded to 
the principality. His uncle Gholam Mo¬ 
heeooddeen Khan, of Indree, possessor of 
one-third of the principality, endeavoured 
' to obtain a controlling authority over the 
management of Koonjpoora, but it was not 
permitted. 

Jowahir Begum, widow of Bahadoor 
Jung Khan, claimed certain villages alleged 
to have been granted to her by her brother- 
in-law Gholam Ally Khan at'the period of 
his succession ; but our interference in be¬ 
half of the widow was not called for, as the 
usages of the family did not sanction the 
grant of villages to female members. 

Shah Baz Khan, next brother to Ghoiam 
Ally Khan, the present chief, had also ad¬ 
vanced pretensions to one-third of the 
principality ; encouraged, no doubt, by the 
precedent afforded by the decision of the 
arbitrators appointed in 1811, to adjust the 
? differences then existing

MUSTUFABAD. 

Sirdar Ruttun Singh. 

This chief is of the Dullehwalleh trihe. 
The estate comprises 31 villages, anil is es¬ 
timated to yield a revenue of Rs. 24,800. 

Ruttun Singh obtained the estate from 
us in 1837. It was originally possessed 
by his father Muhtab Singh, who died in 
1797, and was succeeded by his eldest son 
Joodh Singh, who was killed shortly after¬ 
wards, leaving his brother, the present 
chief. Ruttun Singh, a minor. 

Muhtab Singh had two widows, viz. 
Saluknee and Gear an : these divided their 
husband’s possession between themselves, 
and Mustufabad fell to the share of the 
latter. 

Saluknee, and her son Ruttun Singh, re¬ 
sided on a portion of the territory of Muh¬ 
tab Singh on the Sutlej, which had fallen to 
the lot. of the former. Subsequent anarchy 
and confusion drove Gouran Irom Mustu¬ 
fabad, and obliged her to seek refuge 
with Saluknee. The estate, however, was 
defended by her brother Goordut Singh, 
and her authority was afterwards re-es¬ 
tablished in Mustufabad. _ . , 

Things were in this state when British 
protection was extended to these Sikh ter¬ 
ritories. In 1812, after the establishment 
of our supremacy, Ruttun Singh claimed 
this estate; but was told by Sir David Och- 
terlony, that Gouran was in possession— 
and that as we had guaranteed existing 
rights, his pretensions could not be enter¬ 
tained.

RAMGURH. 


Meean Dabee Singh 4> Narain Doss J. 

This domain is held by a Rajpoot family. 
It comprises 30 villages, and is supposed 
to yield a revenue of Rs. 16,000, per an¬ 
num. 

On our assumption of the protection of 
the Sikh states, Ramgurh was held by two 
brothers, Maldeo and Narain Doss ; they 
disagreed a short time afterwards, and di¬ 
vided the estate ; but the dispen sing of jus¬ 
tice, with the knowledge and concurrence 
of Narain Doss,, was vested in Maldeo. 

Maldeo died leaving two sons, Dabee 
Singh and Duleep Singh ; the former was 
recognised as the head of the family, and 
the latter had lands assigned him yielding 
Rs. 2,000 per annum. 

The customs of this family sanction di¬ 
vision of territory, instead of the succession 
of the eldest son, with a provision to the 
younger. 

Duleep Singh lives iti subjection to his 
brother Dabee Singh, who has been recog¬ 
nised as chief. 

SONTEE AND LADHAR. 

This is possessed by a fraternity of Sikhs 
of the Phoolkean tribe, the possession com¬ 
prises 644 villages, with an estimated re¬ 
venue of Rs. 51,600. 

This fraternity were originally independ¬ 
ent, but had afterwards voluntarily sub¬ 
mitted to the vassalage of the raja of Na- 
bha. This they subsequently endeavoured 
to throw off ; but it has been decided that 
they shall render feudal service to the Na- 
bha chief, to the extent of sending to Na- 
hha a certain number of mounted followers, 
on occasions such as the following : 

Birth of a son to Nabha. 

Marriage of a son or daughter of Na¬ 
bha. 

Death of the reigning raja, and

' Two-fifths *British Government, three^ 


fifths Slrdarnees, Chand Koonmir aud 
Rovp ’Koontour, 

Thanessur, in the belief of the Hindoos, 
is one of the most holy of places, and was 
originally conquered and possessed by 
Melt Singh; whose two nephews, named 
Blmriga Singh and Rkag Singh, partitioned 
the territory between themselves, in the 
proportion of three-fiftha to the former, and 
two-fifths to the latter, . 

Bhunga Singh, tlie possessor of three- 
fifths, was succeeded by his only son Fatteh 
Singh, who died without issue in, 1819; 
when his mother iVl&ee Jan assumed charge 
of the esta te, in capacity of regent, and on be¬ 
half of fatr daughters in-law, (Cliand Kooh- 
wur and Roop Koon wur,) who were at the 
time under age, and to whom she trans¬ 
ferred her charge in 1830, and who are. at 
present, m possession. 

Maee Jan died on the 10th of June, 

}836, and it has already been ruled that on 
the death of Chand Koonvvur *and Roop 
iKoorrwur, this portion of the territory is to 
lapse to us as the paramount power. It 
; comprises 99| villages, 1 and is estimated 
to yield Rs. 79,600. 

When the Sikh states came under our 
protection, we found Gholab Singh (second 
son of-Ukag Singh) in possession of two* 
thirds of Thaneasur, whith had not des¬ 
cended in a direct line ; and by the demise, 
without issue, in I830, of Jumyufc Singh, 
the last of the male heirs of the origiind 
proprietor Bhag Singh, this portion of the 
territory lamed to us. It comprises 42| 
villages, ami was estimated in 1832 to 
yield revenue of rupees 34,000; bdt a num¬ 
ber of villages, yielding the greater (portion 
of the revenue, has been from time > to 
time assigned away to female members 61 
tie family for their lives, and the amount 
coming to uh is comparatively small. 

The river Surressuttee runs below Tha- 
nessur, and the Ladwa chief intends to 
throw a bridge across the river. 

The population is mostly Hindoos, and. 
the followers of the Moslem faith- as might 
he expected in such castes,- are under some 
restraint.
